~ The. reasearch work began when 
Prof. L. E. Kirk in charge or forage 
crop work in the University’s field 
husbandry department. discovered in 
a plot‘of Arctic sweet clover a num- 
ber of strange plants, bearing evid- 
ence of being the result of a cross 
between Arctic and alfalfa. This 
was in 1924 and since that time the | 
work has -been progressing very 
quietly. 

“It will be a long time yet before 
and definite announcement can be 
made regarding the values of the new 
plant, but. agricultural authoritity at 
the university find some cause for 
atchewan Agricultural College.

The far - reaching importance of 
the discovery is explained by Dean 
W. J. Rutherford, head of the Sask- 
atchewan Agricultural College. 

From year to year as the prairie 
soll-is being used for wheat produc- 
tion, the nitrogen contents of the 
soil, without which wheat production 
is a practical impossibility; is becom- 
ing more and mofe depleted. As 
Dean Rutherford explains it, part of 
the nitrogen of the prairie soil is 
annually shipped east with the wheat 

Unless the nitrogen can be re- 
plied, the crest wheat producing 
areas of Western Canada and the 
United States. will eventually reach the 
stage where wheat can no longer be 
grown,

Los Angelés, Calif. ; Nov. 16.—A

Since 
then a cable sent by Dr. Grant from his 
station carries the sseurance that he and 
all his Canadian colleagues and. their 
families were able to get home. De- 
tails of the journey northward. are still 
lacking. 


While at Kikungshan the missionarics, 


ho were gathered there for summer 
conference from many parta of .China, 
experienend no injury. according to Dr. 
Grant's latest. letter. The Cantonese 
troops who had occupied the distri 
were reputedly hostile fo mission work 
but were uniformly courteous, — The 
strain of waiting without word from the 
outside world, however, was trying. 
especially as many Briltish and Amer- 


ican missionaries did not expect to be 


nble to do any work even when ee 
reached their stations. 

‘That Honan was really one of the 
least. “disturbed provinces‘ was Dr. 
Grant's opinion. He was somewhat con 
cerned over the coming out of mission- 
aries from Canada, but a subsequent 
cable from him indicated that they all 
arrived safely and were met by him- 
self and others in time to begin autumn 
work together. 

In view of the stressful conditions 
which have obtained for, some time in 
Szechwan province, China, where the 
West China Mision of ‘the United 
Church of Canada is located the Boanl 
of Foorcign Missions on :mootion of 
Rev. R. P. MacKay, D,D., has eent 
the following resolution with » letter to 
the nearly 200 missionaries still in that 
area.

of Toronto, and Interested in other 
similar concerns, explained tho ser- 
eral processes -which the grapes 
undergo, to an Intelligencer repre. 
sentative yesterday, 

An unusual fact was brought to 
light when it was discovered that 
grapes are the second largest fruit 
producing crop in Canada. When 
querfed as to why wine was allowed 
to be manufactured following the 
passing of the O.T.A., Mr. McMullen 
suld that the Government provided 
this measure to protect tho Niagara 
Krapo growers and provide them with 
an open market. 

All of this wine js made under the 
strictest Government supervision and 
Pure Fodd Inspectors, After the wine 
is taken from the fermentation tank 
{t Is run off in barrels whore it ts 
allowed to ferment for a period of 
three or four months. Following this 
rrocess it !s bottled and placed on the 
market for sale. The room must be 
kept at a standard temperature and 
for this purpose a steam heating 
plant has been installed, : 

Tho place is kept scrupulously clean 
by means of sulphur which creates a 
clean odour and destroys foreign 
tacterla. 

The wine is all Miltered through an 
asbestos pad. This asbcetos Is mined 
in Quebec, shipped to Germany in the

I can assure my Manitoba sister that all the shifty, 
unreliable politicians, do not live in her Province. We 
carried Prohibition in 1918—but it never came into force. 
A Wine and Beer Law took its place in 1919; and a Gov- 
ernment Contro] measure in 1921. 

Premicr:jfaschereau delights to tell the world that 
“We Rave solved the drink problem.” : 

J. D. Hudzon, head of our National Breweries Asso- 
ciation, says: “The Quebec Liquor Law is the greatest 
temperance law ever enacted. We give the people all the 
Beer they want, and that has reduced drunkenness to 
about nothing.” 7 

Yet during two consecutive Government Control 
years, 12,000 drunks passed through the Recorders Court 
in Montreal alone! : rr 

Every one, even the President of the Liquor Control 
Board, admits that bootleggers abound. 

We have 2,506 licenzed places, although more than 
one-half of our, population live in Local Option cities, 
towns and-villages. When Prohibition came into Ontario, 
you who,:had a million more people than we, had only 
1500. 

Our Quebec City liquor warehouse covers 314 acres 
of floor space; and the one in Montreal 9 acres of- floor 
space.. Our Government, in the last four years, has sold 
72 million dollars worth of liquor, not including the beer. 
sales of our Breweries. 

You don’t have to get a permit to buy, with bs. If 
you want Beer, you just walk into a tavern, sit down ata 
little table, and order all you want at 9% stuff, one glass 
of which would set your head or mine, spinning. 

, If you prefer spirits, you zo to a Government store and buy a 
quart bottle, If you desire more, you go to another store and get 
another quart, and so on. The Anglican Minister at Cote St. Pauls, 
Rev. G. A. Mason, lives in a workmen's district. He says of our law: 

“There is no attempt to control the beer. The brewcries sell to 
the taverns, and the taverns sell to the people in unlimited quantities. 
You can buy all you like by the glass. 

#As to whiskey and other spirits, there is a pretence at control, 
but it is only 2 pretence. In one case, I understand, a man and his 
wife went in and out of a government store near here, yntil they had 
secured 37 bottles of hard stuff. ‘Trucks are frequently*used to carry 
away, bard stuff. . 2 ; 

“A truck has come to Cote Ste. Paul, carrying 7 men, and the 
men have kept going in and out with a bottle each time, until the 
truck was full. One day a friend of.mine said to the constable on 
traffic duty.:! “Did you see that track filling up?" “Sure.”* Then, why . 
don’t you stop it?” “O, it’s none of.my business, it’s up to the Liquor 
Board, who haye their own police.” 3 

“At one time men would wear their caps right side forward and 
buy a.bottle, and go in again with the peak at the back of the head 
and get another bottle. Or they would wait an hour between pur- 
chases, or pay -boys'a few cents per bottle for going in and buying. 

“But they don’t bother any more,” he said.” “There is nb need 
to take precautions. The government is out to make all the money 
it can out of the business, I professes to be interested in temper- 
nnce, J don’t believe it. The bigger the liquor, revenue the better 
it is pleased. And there's more money in the hard stuff.”

For our law insists that all intoxicants shall be drunk In the 
drinker's home, or in a hotel, where he or she is a bona fide guest, 
with baggage, A ; 

And-how much maya man or woman buy, at a dispensary, per 
day? to drink in their own home or hotel? 

2 Gallons of Beer, 

1 gallon of wine, 

1 quart of whiskey. 

For a year that means that a man or woman may take into their 
home, or hotel room 

600 gallons of Beer, 

300 gallons of wine, 

300 quarts of whiskey. 

And those figures count out the Sundays, and allow for twelve 
legal holidays or election days. 

With-us, as you can see, the Home is the drinking place. 

It’s almost too sosn to present figures, when our system has only 
been running one year. Byt here are a few straws that show the 
way the current is setting: <
